the commission power to do-something be* 
sides draw salaries. 'He"said that to vest 
it with authority oVer-raUroad rates would 
work injury to the railronds, the merchants 
and the railroad employes of the Slate. If 
he had stopped with the railroads the in- 
spiration of his utterances'would have been 
none the less apparent, and his contentions 
would have had at least a semblance of 
foundation. As his assertion stands, how: 
ever, it does not merit serjous .attention,' 
except as illustrating how a young man who 
has not conceived that public office is prop- 
erly a public trust can be led astray. 


To say that public icontrol over .the rail- 


roads of Colorado*JsvTuf undesirable thing': 
is-to,say that regulation, Federal or State, 
over any public utility corporation or any 
monopolistic combination of capital is un- 
wise, that private capital should be per- 
mitted to pursue absolutely without restraint 
whatever policy of popular exploitation it 
elects. And the .assertion that to give a 
board of experts Judicial and executive 
power over railroad fates in Colorado would 
work injury to the railroads is tantamount 
to an admission that the railroads operate 
irfg in this State independently of public 
control are deriving benefits and profits 
which would not accrue under an equitable 
systetti of regulation. 


The emasculated railroad 


commission law now in force 
" in existence would be a 
more fitting phrase 
is the 


worst fcind of a farce. That 


the commission is a mere figurehead is due 
to the power of the railroads and kindred 
interests in previous Legislatures. If it 
con- 


tinues to be such through the defeat of the 
amendment which Mr. EHison^o earnestly 
opposes, the fact will be due to the sub- 
serviency of a majority, of the members of 
the two houses to corporation influence. . 


There seems to be a good chance of the 


amendment passing both houses a*t this ses- 
sion. • Ho\yever, it is merely a question of 
time, and no long time at that, till the 
statute books of this State will contain not 
only a law giving the State control over 


' the railroads, but a general public utilities

AS a mean-; ,.t determining whether 


his i.un>tiluent* will nut be at all back- 


wird in helping him make the change, 


ANOTHER TUNNEL 


OF NO less interest and importance to 


Colorado Springs than was the Roose- 
velt tunnel project, is the plan, now under 
serious discussion by mine owners, to build 
still.another deep drainage tunnel which' 
will penetrate the camp some 500 feet 
lower than the bore on which final work 
is now being done. 


The Roosevelt tunnel, by unwatering" 


the camp to a depth of nearly 750 feet be- 
low the previous water level, will reclaim, 
according to expert estimates, ore to the 
value ot close to two hundred million dol- 
lars; and.this means many years added 
to the life of the.camp as a great gold 
producer. 
If the .tunnel now under con- 


sideration" is driven, nearly as much addi- 
tional territory will be unwatered and de- 
velopments at the deep levels already 
reached in several .properties almost 
war- 


rant the unqualified statement that this 
"ground will yield the precious metal fully 
as generously as that" above. 


The mine owners of the camp delayed 


construction of the Roosevelt tunnel a long 
time after the necessity for it had become 
apparent, and the result was that pending 
its completion many properties either shut 
down entirely or greatly curtailed opera- 
tions, to the detriment of the mining in- 
dustry of the camp as a whole. This 
mis- 


take they do not propose to make again, 
consequently no time is being lost in tak- 
ing up the matter and studying its pre- 
liminary phases. However, no definite ac- 
tion will be taken until the crosscut now 
being driven to tap the C, K. and N. wa- 
tercourse is completed, as the location and 
course of the proposed tunnel will hinge 
largely upon its effects. 


T.he flow from the portal ot the Roose- 


velt tunnej now stamps the enterprise as 
an entire success, and equally good re- 
sults may logically be looked forward to 
from a bore 5oo feet lower. Whether or 
not this project is soon put under way, 
the 


continued output of millions of dollars 
worth of gold a year from the district is as- 
sured ; and if any evidence were needed to 
convince an outsider of the implicit con- 
fidence in Cripple Creek of the men who 
have millions invested there, the enthusiasm 
of the mine owners in so soon taking up 
the question of another tunnel ought to

tion for president in l«72. He vas a greater man. 
us an editor than as a presidential candidate. Both 
he and tho Democratic party were right on tho re- 
construction question, but they were right at the 
wrong time, and Greeley was decidedly not the man 
to lead the campaign against Grant's administration. 
His nomination weakened hi* influence. He bad to 
turn his back on nil his economic principles, on his 
own record, on his former political associates, and 
he was disastrously beaten, although he polled 100,- 
000 more votes than Seymour received In 1SC8. Aa 
Blalno once said, Greeley more than any other man 
of his day had the quality of being able to call out 
the full strength of the opposition. 


Greeley's real^amc must rest in thy files of the 


New York Tribune, few Americans have reared 
loftier monuments to their own genius and power 
than did this schoolmaster of republican institu- 
tions, or monuments upon which can b« found fewer 
stains.
